I f s the condition,Ada finds herself in, in this year 
of our Lord, Nineteen Hundred and Nineteen! 
Most everybody is familiar with the fact that all that 
part ot the city lying east of the Katy tracks is suffering 
this summer, and has suffered for the past two or three 
summers, from a lack of sufficient water supply. 
The majority of us know, without further investiga­ 
tion, that the present water equipment, mains and storm 
sewers, installed years ago, is not only in a delapidated 
condition, liable to tail us at any time, but that it is 
wholly inadequate tor a city of this size and a city with 
growing p ros p ects. 
I he News has made it plain, too, on several differ­ 
ent occasions, that there are several miles of 'paving al­ 
ready petitioned for in the city which cannot be built 
until the water mains on the streets where the paving 
is asked for are replaced with mains of sufficient size 
and lowered to the proper depth. 
In tact the city has reached a point where it must 
absolutely come to a standstill unless something is done 
to relieve the water shortage and assure an adequate 
supply to take care of a city twice or three times as 
large as Ada is at the present time. 
Factories are not going to locate here unless they 
can 
be assured that the people are 
public spirited 
enough to spend all the money necessary to build a water 
system that will take care of their needs. 
A committee of reputable citizens have been work­ 
ing in conjunction with the city commissioners in an ex­ 
tort to solve the water problem. 
They secured compe­ 
tent engineers and designed a plan for a water system 
that will solve the difficulty and take care of a city of 
thirty or forty thousand people— and that is exactly 
what we should have to be at all safe. 
An election has been called for the 18th of this 
month to vote on the question of issuing bonds to build 
this system. 
Then, you say, what is the argument? 
There is no argument, only this: 
W e haven't heard 
a word about the bond issue since the election was 
called!

As previously announced, the pub­ 
lic schools of Ada will begin the 
fall term’s work Monday, September 
15. All buildings have been thor­ 
oughly renovated, additional furni­ 
ture provided and every preparation 
made that can be made under ex­ 
isting circumstances.

far fr6m satisfactory. We had plan­ 
ned for the new building to relieve 
our congested condition but it seems 
now ihe nexv building will not be 
ready for some time.

scholastic enrollment 
in

district iii February was 2563. This 
number 
has very probably grown 
now to 2 700.

pupils to be taken care of in the 
grades. The three ward buildings and 
the

It has been said that the hand that 
rocks the cradle is the hand that rules 
the world and nowhere Is this more 
literally true than in the world of 
trade. • The woman is the purchasing 
agent of the household and man, as a 
rule, is very glad to have her handle 
the job. 
It has been estimated by some stu­ 
dents of the merchandising game that 
80 per cent of all retail buying is done 
by women. 
This may be a high esti­ 
mate but a visit to the retail stores 
of any town or city is enough to con­ 
vince one that the figures are not too 
high. 
The preponderance of women 
among the buyers is sufficient, at any 
rate, to make not only the retailer but 
the manufacturer ami the wholesaler 
realize that it is the w om en that they 
must please with their merchandise. 
Because they do by far the greater 
part of the buying in any community, 
the women have a responsibility that 
they do not always appreciate. 
The 
women of a town, through their buy­ 
ing power, can make or break the mer­ 
chants of a town and as a natural con­ 
sequence they can make or break the 
town. 
It is in their power to make 
I it a prosperous town or a dead town. 
AVhen the women of a town acquire 
the mall order habit, the town may 
just as well begin making arrange­ 
ments for Its own «»i>sequies. 
Hard to Understand. 
Just why a woman, who is a shop­ 
per by instinct and a shrewd judge 
of values In merchandise, should suc- 
i outnb to the lures of the mall order 
house it Is difficult to understand hut, 
I unfortunately, some of them do. 
No 
one knows better than the woman who 
has had some experience in the buy­ 
ing of merchandise how difficult it is 
to distinguish between the genuine and 
the imitation even after a close inspec­ 
tion. The good shopper, w hen on buy­ 
ing bent, does not always take the 
first article that is offered for inspec­ 
tion. 
In fact this is the exception 
rather than the rule. 
The merchants 
know it and expect it. They expect a 
woman, if she is a good shopper, to 
“look around a little.” 
If a woman should walk into a re­ 
tail store and purchase the first suit 
that she trb*d on, for instance, tho 
shock probably would prove fatal to 
the storekeeper or the saleswoman. 
The chances are that she will try on 
a dozen suits and look at as many 
more before she selects one that suits 
lier taste or pocketbook. and the store­ 
keeper not only expects hut wishes 
lier to do this. 
He wishes her to be 
satisfied a> he knows that a satisfied 
customer is the hest advertisement 
that he can obtain. 
Taking a Chance. 
This same woman, how ever, may or- 
tt Specialty I der a suit front a mail order house on 
123 E. Maili the strength of nothing more than a 
pretty picture and an alluring descrip­ 
tion. 
She has not even the opportun­ 
ity to try it on. to say nothing of the 
chance of examining the fabric, noting 
the exact shade of the material and 
inspecting the workmanship. 
She is 
taking chances on the suit fitting her. 
on the material teeing good ami dur­ 
able, the shade becoming to her and 
the workmanship of such a character 
that the suit will not fall to pieces. 
The woman who takes *uch chances 
cannot be called a shrewd shopper. 
It might he more easily understood 
why mere man, unaccustomed and 
averse, as a rule, to shopping excur­ 
sions, should fall a victim to the cata­ 
logue habit. 
He might find it easier 
to order from the picture in the cata­ 
logue than to go to a store and look 
for the article that he wanted or he 
might 
take 
the 
position 
that 
he 
wouldn’t know whut he was getting 
anyway if he went to the store and 
he might as well take a chance on the 
mail order gamble, hut why the wom­ 
an who knows what she wants and 
knows that she is getting what she 
wants when she gets It should buy on 
the “sight unseen” plan—well, that’s 
another question altogether. 
W om an's Greatest Opportunity. 
Women are taking a more and more 
prominent part in public affairs all 
the time. 
They are aiding now in 
many parts of the country in running 
the affairs of state. Even where they 
do not have the ballot they are playing 
st big part. Individually and through 
their organizations, in the conduct par­ 
ticularly of local government*, yet in 
the one field-where they can do most 
to help build up their communities 
they may he overlooking their oppor­ 
tunity. 
With the buying power in 
their hands they can do more for their 
community 
by 
stanchly 
supporting 
their home business men than they 
can possibly do in any other way; 
Man may think he is u very impor­ 
tant element In the progress and devel­ 
opment of his town hut when he re­ 
flects that SO per cent of the buying 
power of the community is in the 
hands of the women he is apt to real­ 
ize that he is a very insignificant atom.

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
MOVED TO TECUMSEH

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 6.— The 
state 
board 
of affairs today

cided to locate the state industrial 
school for girls at Tecumseh in Pot- 
ta wa tom ie 
county. 
The 
institution 
has been located near Oklahoma City 
for several years. The last legislature 
made an appropriation of $185,000 
for erection of buildings and equip­ 
ment for the institution when re­ 
located. Citizens of Tecumseh do­ 
nated the ground, 160 acres. There 
will be an administration building 
and others on the cottage plan for 
the girls. 
The board of affairs has had the 
matter of selecting a new- location 
for the school in consideration for 
some time. No other site than that 
at Tecumseh had been offered until 
sol-; recently when Nowata county w-anted 
the Institution located in that coun­ 
ty. 
After 
thorough investigation, 
however, the board decided the Te­ 
cumseh place the beat. 
An architect will be selected at 
once and as soon as plans can be 
completed the construction contract 
will be let. It is the plan to occupy 
the buildings early next year.
